New Delhi, the 10th November, 1997 

S.0.772 (E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by Section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 
(10 of 1955) the Central Government hereby makes the following order further to amend the Pulses, Edible oil¬ 
seeds and edible oils (Storage Control) Order, 1977, namely 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Pulses, Edible Oilseeds and Edible Oils (Storage Control) Amendment 
Order, 1997. 

(2) It shall come into force on the date of its publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Pulses, Edible Oilseeds and Edible Oils (Storage Control) Order, 1977 (herein after referred to as 
the said Order) in the preamble the words ’'edible oilseeds and edible oils" shall be omitted. 

3. In the said Order, in clause (1), sub-clause (1), the words "Edible Oilseeds and Edible Oils" shall be 
omitted. 

4. In the said order, in clause 2,— 

(i) in sub-clause (f) the words "edible oilseeds or edible oils" shall be omitted; 

(ii) Sub-clause (g) shall be omitted; 

(iii) in sub-clause (i), the words "and edible oilseeds" shall be omitted; 

(iv) for sub-clause (j), the following shall be substituted, namely:— 

(j) "producer" means a person carrying on the business of milling any of the pulses; 

(i) by bying pulses for being Processed by himself and selling the finished products through a 
wholesaler or through a commission agent; or 

(ii) by doing any process of milling on behalf of another." 

(v) In sub*-clause(l), the words 

"or in edible oilseeds or in edible oils" shall be omitted. 

(vi) In sub-clause(n) the words" or in edible oilseeds or in edible oils" shall be omitted. 

5 In the said Orders, in clause 3, — 

(i) the words "or in edible oilseeds or in edible oils" shall be omitted; 

(ii) the words "or edible oilseeds or edible oils" shall be omitted; 

(iii) item (ii) shall be omitted; 

(iv) item (iii) shall be omitted. 

6. In the said Order, in clause 4.— 

(a) in the heading, the words "edible oilseeds and edible oils" shall be omitted; 

(b) in sub-clause (1),—- 

(i) the words "edible oilseeds or edible oils" shall be omitted; 

(ii) item (ii) shall be omitted; 

(iii) item (iii) shall be omitted; 

(iv) for the provisos, the following provisos shall be substituted, namely :— 

"Provided that the stock limits specified for wholesaler in category A cities, shall apply to a 
wholesaler in such primary mandis situated in other categories of cities as the State Government 
may, having regard to the location of such mandis or other relevant factors, from time to time, 
specify. 

Provided further that where a dealer is also carrying on business as a producer or commis¬ 
sion agent he shall be entitled to retain the sotek limits specifed in this sub-clause for each such 
business if such business and accounts thereof are kept separate & distinct from one another. 
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Provided that no producer specified in column (1) of the Table below shall store or have in 
his possession at any time unmilled pulses as the case may be in cxess of the quantity specified in 
the corresponding entry in column (2) of the said table, and he shall not hold the stock in exess of 
the quantity specifed in the corresponding entry in column (3) of the said Table:—

Provided also that where any quantity of pulses, is in transit then for the purposes of this sub-clause, such 
quantity shall not, during the period when such quantity is in transit, be deemed to have been included in the 
stocks of the dealer in whom the property in such quantity is retained during such transit in accordance with 
the terms of any contract or agreement in pursuance of which the quantity is put in such transit. 
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Provided also that nothing in this clause shall apply to a commission agent who does not retain any consign¬ 
ment of pulses received by him for a period exceeding fifteen days from the date of its receipt. 

Provided further that the stock limits referred to above shall not apply to imported pulses.” 

2. Every dealer referred to in sub-clause (1) shall immediately on the expiry' of the period specified in that 
sub-clause give intimation to the collector regarding the stocks of any pulses, left with him or any other 
person on his behalf in excess of the stocks prescribed in sub-clause (1) and such stocks shall not be dis- 
posed of by the dealer or other person except in accordance with the directions of the Collector”. 

7. In the said order, in clause 5,— 

(i) the words 1 ‘or edible oilseeds or edible oils” shall be omitted; 

(ii) the words ‘edible oilseeds and edible oils” shall be omitted. 

8. In the said Order, in clause 6, the words “edible oilseeds or edible oils” shall be omitted, 
y In tire said Order, in clause 7, - 

(i) the words “edible oilseeds and edible oils” shall be omitted; 

(ii) the proviso shall be omitted. 

10. In the said Order, after clause 8, the following clause shall be inserted, namely :— 

”8 A. For the removal of doubts, it is hereby declared that the amendments made in the said Order by this 
notification shall not affect:— 

(a) The previous operation of the said Order or anything duly done or suffered thereunder; or 

(b) any right, privilege, obligation or liability acquired, or incurred under the said Order; or 

(c) any penalty, forfeiture or punishment incurred in respect of any offence committed against the said 
Order; or 

(d) any investigation, legal proceeding or remedy in respect of any such right, privilege, obligation, 
liability, penalty, forfeiture or punishment as aforesaid.

any such penalty, forfeiture or punishment may be imposed as of the said Order had not been re¬ 
pealed.”
